School Board Weighs | 
Costs Against Services 


In an interview with I 
J, W, Chalmers, piniita 
tendent of the St, Albert 
Protestant School Board, he 
told the Gazette that this is 
a Serious problem with the 
ratepayers demanding re- 
duction in school costs but 
still expecting thesameser- 
vices, 

Dr, Chalmers reported 
that there were approxim- 
ately 65 children absent 
from SirAlexander Mac- 
Kenzie school on Jan, 3 and 
a few from Paul Kane, “We 
are meeting the parents to- 
night,’’ Dr, Chalmers said, 
‘and this will be the first 
representation we have had 
from them,"’ 

About 2,000 questionaires 
had been sent out early in 
the school term asking the

parents their opinions on 
cutting school costs by re- 
ducing bus service, They 
were given four choices but 
the majority came up with 
the answer that bus service 
should be provided as far as 
it was covered by the school 
foundation program and no 
more, Over 900 forms came 
back to the office with Mis- 
Sion Park heavily favoring 
retention of the service, 
Following the recommen- 
dations of the questionaires 
returned, the school board 
decidad to remove the me 
service for those within the 
one and a half mile limit, 
This is the exact routine 
offered by the school sys- 
tem in Edmonton, Any ser- 
vice over this has to be 
paid by the St, Albert rate- 


payers as it is not included 
in the foundation program, 

Dr, Chalmers expressed 
deep regrets that the child- 
ren were being kept out of 
school at this time, ‘‘Some- 
thing new is being taught 
each day and the absence 
of a child that day can leave 
a permanent hole in his 
education, I take a very 
serious view of this action 
as I am the father of six 
children myself, | feel sorry 
for the children, not the 
parents, for they are the 
ones who are suffering in 
a loss in their education 
during this dispute,’ he 
said,

ATTENTION 


Owners and Operators of Mobile Equipment 


Effective January 1, 1968, all mobile equipment 
coming within the definitions quoted below is again 
subject to licensing, if such equipment is operated 
anywhere within the Province except in Cities or 
National Parks. 

Inspectors are constantly in the field checking all 
such mobile equipment. Practice of issuing warning 
tickets will be discontinued and any violation of the 
Act will be concluded in court proceedings. Provi- 
sion is made for the imposition of a fine and possible 
impoundment of equipment where a violation of the 
Act occurs. 

The following definitions are taken from the Mobile 
Equipment Licensing Act: 

(d) “MOBILE EQUIPMENT” 

(1) means machinery or equipment capable of 
being moved to its place of use under its 
own power or by being towed, pulled or 
carried and not intended to be affixed to 
-Jand, and 

(Il) includes equipment used for the purposes 
of seismographic exploration and, without 
restricting the generality of the foregoing, 
includes 


(a) seismographic recording equipment and 
all appurtenances thereto, 

(b) conductor cables and cable reels, geo- 
phones, amplifiers and cameras, 

(c) explosive and detonating equipment, 
(d) drilling units and all the component 
parts and appurtenances thereof, and 
(ec) water tanks and pumping equipment, but 


(11) does not include 

(a) vehicles licensed under The Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic Act, or The Public 
Service Vehicles Act, exclusive of mount- 

ed equipment on such vehicles, and 
(b) equipment, other than vehicle mounted
